@ A French television expert, Jean Felix- 
Charvet, already is beginning to worry 
about the possibility that some day 
we’ll be able to sit in our living rooms 
watching programs picked up directly 
from communications satellites via spe- 
cial rooftop antennas. 

M. Felix-Charvet’s concern is that the 
programs no longer will be filtered 
through local transmitting stations 
where control may be exerted. What, 
he ponders, would happen if some 
country’s enemies were to arrange for 
false reports to be broadcast from the 
satellites, reports which would confuse 
public opinion? .

Grau- 
stark simply beams a program to the 
satellite pointing out that the Lilliputian 
economy is going to the dogs and 
besides the president of Lilliput is tip- 
pling hard cider. People in Lilliput hear 
the Graustarkian propaganda.

@ M. Felix-Charvet told the United Na- 
tions we must establish regulations to 
prevent broadcasts by satellite which 
spread false reports. He was joined by 
a British expert, A. C. Buxton, who said 
that without international cooperation, 
the only way to stop such propaganda 
would be to blow up the satellite. 

Progress, as always, arrives in com- 
pany with problems, new tests of man’s 
ability to cope. Somehow, though, we 
refuse to lose any sleep over this one.

What is happening results from a 
change in newsmen’s thinking—so we'll 
start with that. 

The most obvious change is the ~ 
sudden emergence in strength of an 
attitude that has been commonplace 


among viewers for years. Namely, that’ 


there has been 
too much one- 
sided attacking of 
the United States, 
its institutions and 
its citizens, on 
the airwaves. This 
opinion, once 
viewed as “flag 
waving” by many 
newsmen, today 
is enunciated as 
follows: 

ABC’s Lester 
Cooper: “I want 
to do a show on 
what's right with 
America. We've — 
heard so much 


to cover.” 

CBS's Bill 
upcoming docu-. 
mentary: “It will capture the — spirit 
of America. We'll be showing strengths 
as well as weaknesses. It’s a wonder- 
ful country and it’s absurd. You'll be 
laughing and crying. That’s what the 
U.S. is all about.” 

NBC’s Eliot Frankel: “One of the 
themes in First Tuesday is to show 
what’s right with America, as well as 
what’s wrong. There’s a /ot that’s right. 
Decent people, leading decent lives, 
knocking themselves out for others. .. .”’

A good many men are also engag- 
ing in intensive soul-searching into the 
issue of biased reporting. NBC’s docu- 
mentary producer Shad _ Northshield 
says: “Bias is on everybody's mind. 
We've claimed we don’t have it. And 
the viewers say, ‘Yes, you do.’ | was 
stunned by the public reaction to Chi- 
cago. We all were. | was stunned, as- 
tonished, hurt. It's the key thing that 
opened my eyes to the cleavage be- 
tween newsmen and the majority. We 
didn’t know. 56 percent would have 
thought we were unfair. It raises enor- 
mous questions about journalism.” 


- One of the issues it raises for North- 
shield and others is a pronounced 
bias in favor of minority coverage in 
past network operations. ‘‘In TV news 
departments,’’ says Northshield, “‘we 
appear to know a lot about the black 
minority. It’s the silent majority we must 
explore. We haven't done it. We didn’t 
know it was there!” CBS’s Phil Lewis 
says: ‘‘We’re beginning to realize we've 
ignored the majority. America doesn’t 
end at the.Hudson!” CBS News star 
Joseph Benti says: ‘We spend so much 
time on angry blacks, angry: youth. But 
what about that vast forgotten army out 
there? How many. hard-working, law- 
abiding whites are mad as hell because 
their story isn’t being told?” 

Other men have taken their analyses 
further, in an attempt to get at the 
causes of this pro-minority emphasis. 
CBS’s Desmond Smith is one of those 
who suspects that the newsmen have 
been politically used: “There’s been a 
great deal of manipulation from the left. 
The left and SDS have been getting a 
great deal of play. Americans are getting 
to feel they’re not getting the whole 
story.” ‘ 

Fred Freed of NBC-goes further yet. 
He attributes the situation to the news- 
men’s own liberal ideology: “This gen- 
eration of newsmen is a product of the 
New Deal. These beliefs that were 
sacred to the New Deal are the beliefs 
that news has grown on. This is true 
of the networks, of Newsweek, of The 


New York Times, of all media. Men of 
like mind are in the news. It's provin- 
cial. The blue- and white-collar- peo- 
ple who are in revolt now do have 
cause for complaint against us. We’ve 
ignored their point of view. It’s bad. 
It’s bad to pretend they don’t exist. We 
did this because we tend to be upper- 
middle-class liberals. We think the poor 
are ‘better’ than the middle class. We 
romanticize them. The best thing that 
happened to me was a month | spent 
walking in Detroit slums after the riots. 
| stopped romanticizing the poor. 

“I've come to understand that it’s 
really the same with all classes. You’ve 
got to sit down with the cop, with the 
little storekeeper, and get their views. 
They're human beings like everyone 
else. Their attitudes emerge logically 
from their interests and their values. 
They should be covered that way.” 


There are those in top managerial 
positions who don’t pour out such 
confessions. CBS’s Bill Leonard, for 
example, claims objectivity for CBS 
News, and declares vehemently: “We 
have nothing to apologize for, nothing 
—and | personally include our coverage 
of Chicago.” But, in the course of sev- 
eral hours of conversation, Leonard 
relaxes and launches into an attack on 
“bad reporting’ —which turns out to be 
a powerful disquisition on bias: “Most 
reporting is /ousy. It's lousy because 


. people are lazy, because people don’t 


think ahead, because they approach 
things in rote ways. We have these 
kinds of reporters here, unfortunately. 
The worst problem of all is the re- 
porter who doesn’t ask the next ques- 
tion—the cheap, lousy reporter who'll 
quote an attack but doesn’t go to the 
other side, because the answer might 
kill his story. . . . And these producers 
who develop and edit a broadcast from 
the point of view of the way they want 
it to turn out—with their own preju- 
dices showing. That happens quite of- 
ten. . . . If we could get rid of those 
people we'd be a lot closer to our goal 
of objectivity.” > 
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continued 


And_ finally there are those 
who are not theorizing about bias be- 
cause they're too busy traveling back 
and forth between New York and Wash- 
ington, coping with Congressional in- 
vestigations into their alleged practice 
of it. CBS News producer Jay Mc- 
Mullen says the following: ‘‘We’re 
getting a lot of flak from Congress and 
the FCC—a lot of harassment. The 
Congressional focus is on the news 
area. It has to do with this whole busi- 
ness of our coverage of the riots, of 
Chicago. Producers are being called 
- down to Washington and asked to ex- 
plain their news decisions.” 


With all of this ferment going on 
behind the scenes, what, precisely, is 
happening to news and _ public-affairs 
programming? The trends are exactly 
what you might guess: there is a shift- 
ing of coverage patterns at the polar 
ends of the usual spectrum covered 
by the networks. The basic coverage, 
which has a moderate-liberal orien- 
tation, will remain the same. But in 
network news there is a distinct de- 
flation of the coverage of radical left 
and of radical-left causes, particularly 
those of a militant type. 

Prime-time news, for example, which 
operates in a restricted time slot, Is 
upping its coverage of the middle and 
lower-middle classes. CBS has inaugu- 
rated a polling service to be used in 
key controversial stories to check on 
nation-wide opinion. Regular coverage 
of suburbia and lower-middle-class 
areas in the environs of New York City 
is being stepped up by CBS and NBC 
New York stations. * 

These trends are far more visible, 
however, in the documentary realm, 
where subjects are few and where the 
selective process is readily apparent. 

Much of the vigorous planned activity 
for the season's opening lies in the 
area of ‘‘exploring middle- and lower- 
middle-class Americans.” Various 
broad-gauge sketches of the Nation are 
ready to go. Some may already have 
appeared before you read this. At CBS: 
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“A Day in the Life of the United States 
of America’; ‘The Making of the Presi- 
dent: 1968’; two on “The Generation 
Gap.” At NBC: a two-and-a-half-hour 
“From Here to the Seventies”; “Election 
°69: What We Learned,” and, on First 
Tuesday, says producer Eliot Frankel, 
one of the themes will be ‘“‘the malaise 
in middle-class life.” 

As for ABC, there is a veritable out- 
break of Americana—with a list of 
shows up for sale to sponsors with 


names like: ‘‘The American Dream,” 
“Hemingway's Idaho,” “Small Town 
Judge,” “A Country Preacher,” “Amer- 


ican Farmer,’ ‘‘Forest Ranger,” “The 
Marines” and “Sousa Sound’—14 or 
15 of such projected shows, as com- 
pared to eight last year. According to 
documentary vice president Tom Wolf, 
this reflects the thinking of sponsors, 
who themselves are responding to ‘‘the 
shift of climate in this country, the new 
attitudes of viewers.” 


By contrast to this ferment of activity 
on the majority front, ‘problem cover- 
age’—the kind that increasingly re- 
quires the inclusion of radical opinion 
white and black—is in decline. The 
same number of documentary hours is 
scheduled as last year—a_ significant 
Proportion of them, however, now 
packed into two “magazine” formats 
at CBS and NBC, which, of necessity, 
have acquired a lighter, “variety” ap- 
proach to coverage. The number of 
straight, hour-length documentaries has 
shrunk and with it has come a diminu- 
tion of ‘‘hard’’ problem coverage. 
Why is this happening? Because of 
political pressure—defined in its broad- 
est sense, from Congress down to the 
smallest grass-roots hamlet. The. most 
visible pressure is coming from Con- 
gress. Says McMullen: ‘‘The tendency, 
when Congress harasses, is for individ- 
ual producers to pull in their horns. .| 
think this whole Congressional thing 
might be- affecting the documentary 
operation.” ABC's Steve Fleischman, 
too, says: ‘The medium is. generally 
frightened of the documentary realm.” 
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The three network presidents are on 
record with strong statements that, for 
the past year or so—ever since some of 
the public started to blast away at the 
networks’ featuring of radicals and 
radical issues—Congressional pres- 
sures have been threatening the medi- 
um’s First Amendment rights. 
On the national grass-roots level, 
which underlies Congressional pres- 
sure, there is evidence that  resist- 
ance is building up to coverage 
of the radicals and radical issues at 
local broadcasting stations—for whom 
network news and documentary pro- 
duction is destined. A nation-wide sur- 
vey conducted by Television Age in- 
dicates that programs on these issues 
are declining. ‘‘It may indicate,” says 
Television Age, “that the public has 
been satiated with studies of . .. ur- 
ban crises . ... racial tensions . . . 
dope addiction and poverty.” 

There are many students of the 
broadcasting world who believe that 
the networks, always fear-ridden in 
the realm of politico-economic cover- 
age, can scarcely afford to become 
more so. (‘We never did have more 
than four or five tough documentaries 
a year,” concedes CBS's Bill Leonard, 
“and at that we had more than the other 
networks put together.’’) Protests are 
now surfacing from the left side of the 
political spectrum—from liberals, radi- 
cals and militant blacks who are begin- 
ning to charge that the news depart- 
ments are going ‘‘conservative.” 

One prominent TV journalist de- 
scribes the trend as ‘‘the Nixonization 
of the airwaves.” Variety, the industry’s 
trade paper, accused the networks of 
cutting back on “hard” issues. And 
FCC Commissioner Nicholas Johnson 
charged broadcasters with squeezing 
out radical thought and of censoring 
news of capitalist-caused ‘‘death,. dis- 
ease, dismemberment and degradation.” 

Some TV newsmen, too, view the 
trends in the news departments as 
“conservative.” Says Steve Fleisch- 
man, who describes himself as ‘‘ABC’s 


kept radical’: “Television is reflecting 
the national trend. There’s a conserva- 
tive, know-nothing stream in_ this 
country. And there’s a liberal-progres- 
sive-radical stream. And there’s a 
great body of people in the middle. 
The majority of newsmen are in that 
middle group. Today, that middle group 
is swinging back to conservatism. It’s 
all part of the white backlash.” 


Needless to say, many other news- 
men actively repudiate the Variety- 
Johnson-Fleischman criticism. 

CBS’s Salant has already hurled an 
answer to Johnson into print (TV 
GUIDE, Sept. 20) in which he presents 
a long list of anticorporation stories 
aired by CBS; and, in answer to the 
charge that there is not enough ‘death, 
disease, dismemberment and degrada- 
tion” on the air, says: “Let [the Com- 
missioner] drop into my office some 
time and see the viewers’ mail that 
comes across my desk complaining 
that that is a// we ever talk about.” 

And others too grow angry at being 
described as creatures of a reactionary 
“establishment.” 

Snaps Lester Cooper of ABC: ‘‘Such 
criticisms are made by self-conscious, 
self-righteous, guilt-ridden people who 
feel the only way they can say some- 
thing is by attacking.’”” NBC’s Shad 
Northshield raps out: ‘‘Doctrinaire, 
dogmatic opinion!’ And NBC’s Reuven 
Frank groans, ‘‘Oh, it’s so tendentious. 
Those people want so to be ‘in.’ The 
next thing you know, Nick Johnson 
will be wearing Pucci pants!” 

What really seems to be happening 
is this: ‘‘Public-interest’” programming 
—and, most of all, documentary pro- 
gramming—is adjusting itself in a jerky, 
impulsive yet fear-ridden way to the 
massive pressure of middle-class opin- 
ion, while straining to attain a jour- 
nalistic perspective. By virtue of this 
trend, coverage of  militant-radical 
groups will not be eliminated but it is 
decreasing. As a corollary, the view of 
America as one vast abscess is now 
being corrected.

Gina Lollobrigida, as much a wonder of Italy as 

the Colosseum, and much more attractively durable, 
made her first appearance on Italian television 

as a form of therapy. 

Ever since she drove her Rolls-Royce off a 
slippery highway and into a stone wall near 
Florence last February, Gina had been out of 
action. There was a long period in the hospital, > 
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continued 


and surgery on an injured knee (both 
her knees bear deep, straight scars). 
She had to learn how to walk all over 
again, and even at this writing her 
step was still cautious. More profound 
than the physical injury was the men- 
tal and emotional shock. 

“! found myself afraid to live again 
after having been so near death,” ex- 
plained the actress cheerfully, now that 
it is all behind her. ‘‘l| was afraid even 
to go out to dinner, to start to live 
again as a normal person. | had ac- 
quired a complex as a result of the 
accident—I was feeling myself inca- 
pacitated when really | wasn't.” 

During that period the people at RAI 
(Radiotelevisione Italiana),. Italy’s state- 
run television network, happened to re- 
new an offer they'd made frequently 
in the past: they wanted Lollo to do 
a TV special. Lollo, who had made 
guest appearances in the U.S. for Dean 
Martin and Ed Sullivan, had rejected 
previous RAI offers because she con- 
sidered the network's fee ridiculously 
low. She rejected this latest offer as 
well, but when the physician who was 
treating her heard about it, he insisted 
that it was precisely what she needed 
to get her mind. off the accident. 

The special, ‘‘Stasera [Tonight] 
. . . Gina Lollobrigida,” turned out to 
be successful therapy and, to this view- 
er, successful TV as well. 

Since it took, indirectly, an auto 
wreck .to bring the Italian beauty to 
Italian television, the program's writers 
used the accident as a vehicle for sev- 
eral gags. In one quick bit a la Laugh- 
In, stage and movie director Franco 
Zeffirelli is shown fleeing in terror when 
offered a ride in Gina’s car. Zeffirelli 
had been a passenger in the Rolls. 

The total preoccupation of preparing 
a TV special emancipated Gina from 
her disabling obsession with the ac- 
cident to the point that she could joke 
about it. At her home she showed me 
framed newspaper cartoons (hung 
among pkotographs of Loilo with the 
famous—Nixon, Johnson, Pompidou, 
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Pope Paul VI, and Christiaan Barnard). 
One cartoon depicted eager doctors 
queuing up for the privilege of ad- 
ministering injections to the hospitalized 
Lollo. In another, a hospital attendant, 
holding an X-ray of Gina's injured leg, 
slinks up to a prospect in the classic 
Pigalle manner. ‘“‘Want to buy a filthy 
picture?”’ he asks. 

Throughout the one-hour spectacular 
(which ran one hour and five minutes 
—ltalian TV has a fine disregard for 
precise schedules), Lollo was will- 
ing to make light not only of her driving 
but also of the fact that she had passed 
the age of 40. 

Since Gina expresses the opinion 
that she is now more beautiful than 
when she was younger (and it is hard to 
dispute this), she can afford to joke 
about her age. 


Produced by Guido Sacerdote and 
directed by Antonello Falqui, the cur- 
rent success-team of Italian TV spec- 
taculars, the special was one of a 
series of Saturday night shows, each 
featuring a different star. Lollo’s pro- 
gram broke no new ground, but it was 
faster-moving, funnier and more eye- 
pleasing than most RAI offerings. Yet 
many Italian critics panned it. The re- 
viewers seemed to resent Gina's un- 
willingness to concede anything to 
the passing years by continuing to 
play the voluptuous young thing she 
was in her first movie—back in 1948. 
The newspaper Il Messaggero com- 
mented: ‘‘One hears a great deal about 
a wonder drug against old age, ‘Gerovi- 
tal.’ Just a few drops or injections are 
sufficient to keep one young and fit. 
The sale of Gerovital is forbidden in 
our country and people go to buy it in 
Switzerland. But what need is there 
of Gerovital when here in Italy we - 
have ‘Lollovital’? ; 

“Anyone who saw last night’s show 
must agree that the best way to avoid 
aging is that practiced by the cele- 
brated actress, a system based on con- 
trolling the birth of wrinkles by con- > 
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continued . 


stant and attentive care never to stress 
one’s facial muscles. Lollo never laughs 
but barely smiles, she doesn’t wrinkle 
her forehead, she doesn’t tire her eye- 
lids, she doesn’t stretch the circum- 
ference of her mouth beyond what is 
necessary to emit sounds and words. 

“These supercomposed attitudes may 
have created the impression of a 
rather cold, uncertain, embalmed ac- 
tress not too suited for the fine art of 
recitation. But it is an impression which 
must be corrected. Gina is not inter- 
ested in being admired as an actress, 
but as a woman. She spares herself 
in order to keep young and beautiful, 
and she succeeds magnificently. ‘Lol- 
lovital’ is a system that works.” 

L’Unita, the Communist Party news- 
paper, observed that “in the past RAI 
has puritanically covered the necklines 
of lady announcers and of the actress- 
es in their shows. Yet, the latest 
Stasera program revolved, one may 
say, on Gina's décolletage. From an 
esthetic point of view it is, without 
doubt, progress; but if RAI, besides 
uncovering the female graces, could 
also discover some ideas, it would not 
be a bad thing.” 


Gina dismissed the reviews with an 
almost successful effort at nonchalance. 
“You know, Italians are very critical 
with their own people. It’s not easy 
for them to be generous.” 

An_ Italian-American who saw_ the 
show drew a comparison between likely 
American reactions and the published 
Italian reactions. ‘From an American 
point of view it was a charming trib- 
ute to an ex-star whose main claim 
to fame lies in having exported the 
Italian brand of beauty in the Fifties. 
Americans are more nostalgic, senti- 
mental and appreciative than Italians. 
They cherish their past ‘idols. For this 
reason Americans would have found the 
show appealing. It would also have 
gratified the American fixation with 
keeping fit. In this sense, Gina came 
off splendidly. 
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“Italians feel differently about such 
things. In Italy, if you survive, you sur- 
vive on present and self-renewing merit. 
Gina has not renewed herself—she has 
merely preserved herself. Unintentionally 
the show became a tribute to Gina's 
art of self-preservation.” 

Despite the critics’ lack of charity, 
Lollo would like to do more television, 
but in the United States, rather than 
in Italy. “They're better organized in 
American TV,” she said. ‘They work 
fast, but at least they give you time 
to eat and sleep. Also, the money is 
better.’ Lollo complained that she had 
to work 13 hours a day without a 
rest during the 10 days it took to tape 
the special, and that she lost seven 
pounds in the process. 

“On the last day,” she recalled, 
“they gave me 22 pages of dialogue 
at 1 P.M. and | had to be ready to 
shoot at 2 P.M. Of course, they have 
a prompter you can read, but still, to 
be natural, you must at least see the 
lines a little before.” 

Gina’s fee for the show is a well- 
kept secret, but the total budget— 
only $40,000—was high for an RAI pro~ 
duction, and it was attacked in the 
press as unduly extravagant. 

Director Falqui found Gina pleasant 
to work with and described her as 
“very active, willing, disciplined and 
serious.’ He thought her talents as a 
singer could be developed. Falqui re- 
jected the criticisms of Lollo as ‘“‘un- 
justified, because one should not have 
expected a vigorous, modern perform- 
ance from Gina. She is a lovely star, 
and it’s as such that we wanted to 
present her.” 

The show accomplished that well. 
In the main production number, “If | 
Had the Zip of ... ,”’ Gina was lavish- 
ly costumed as history’s famous women, 
from Cleopatra to cosmonaut Valentina 
Tereshkova. 

The finale had Lollo wandering se- 
ductively through a studio filled with 
flowers as a chorus sang: “'l Love You, 
Lollo.”” A sentiment easy to share.

Milton S. Eisenhower’s National Com- 
mission on the Causes and Prevention 
of Violence was thinking last week of 
adding a few sharp licks to Sen. John 
O. Pastore’s tongue-lashings of the 
TV industry for its alleged excesses in 
mayhem. A commission staff study has 
proposed that the networks be urged 
to limit all crime, Western and ad- 
venture shows with “significant vio- 
lence” to the hours after 9 P.M. and 
to wipe out altogether any children’s 
programming portraying violence. The 
study also argues for permanent Fed- 
eral financing of public TV to provide 
“high quality alternatives’ to com- 
mercial TV’s kiddie fare. TV violence, 
the report charges, “encourages vio- 
lent forms of behavior and fosters 
moral and social values about violence 
in daily life which are unacceptable in 
a civilized society.” This is especially 
true, the report said, for children in 
poor families. 


Debbie Reynolds, whose new Lucy- 
type situation comedy opened on NBC 
last week to decidedly mixed notices, 
got upset over a cigarette commercial 
in the premiere and notified NBC she 
would “cease production” upon com- 
pletion of the episode now before the 
cameras.

In the first 34 pages 
Kendrick delivers what must be the 
most damning assessment of TV’s 
“deterioration as a true public serv- 
ice’ since Murrow himself shook up 
the TV establishment nearly a dozen 
years ago with a bitter denunciation 
of its commercialism. The medium’s 
“affluent barrenness” today, Kendrick - 
says, grows out of a profit-driven 
“corporatism” which has, among other 
things, reduced TV news to “simply 
another commercial product rather 
than a public service.” The “window 
on the world” of Murrow’s TV days 
“has been shrunk to a peephole.” The 
“issue-attentive species’ of news doc- 
umentary has “virtually vanished.”

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Second Look

A television critic recently asked, 
“Why do so many worth-while TV 
shows have to be so dull?” Our an- 
swer is: they don’t. And if a documen- 
tary or news special turns out to be a 
bore, is it really ‘““worth-while’’? Good 
intentions do not necessarily make a 
good show, and a poorly done serious 
program is no better than a light en- 
tertainment disaster. 


For example, take ‘‘Who Killed Lake 
Erie?” and “The Natural History of 
Our World: The Time of Man.” Both 
programs dealt with the same subject 
—will the ultimate price of man’s tech- 
nological achieévements be the extinc- 
tion of the human race?—but there the 
similarity ended. 


Lake Erie is dying from a chronic 
case of pollution, and the situation 
certainly warranted 60 minutes of net- 
work investigation. Within the first 10 
minutes “Who Killed Lake Erie?” made 
its point, as glimpses of dead fish and 
birds dying on garbage-strewn shores 
were intercut with clips of traffic jams. 
soot-drenched factories, and machines 
spewing smog-production vapors. After 
that; the program went nowhere at all. 
More views of dying birds, factories, 
and churning waters were simply piled 
on top of each other; the narration 
throbbed melodramatically (“lf Lake 
Erie dies, we are all its murderers!’’); 
and a weltschmertzy folk singer oozed 
melodic banalities (“The world is still 
young... But old before its time... 
000-000-0000"). 


In its concluding moments, ‘‘Who 
Killed Lake Erie?” hinted at a solution 
for the pollution dilemma—using tech-

nology to wipe out pollution before 
pollution wipes out the human race. 
But instead of examining this possi- 
bility, the program nullified its impact 
through repetition and a lack of focus. 


By contrast, the only thing wrong 
with “The Natural History of Our 
World: The Time of Man’ was its 
title, quite a mouthful to label such an 
unpretentious, restrained and_ intelli- 
gent study of the evolution of man. 
Beginning and ending with the image 
of a nude male surrounded by sky- 
scrapers, “The Time of Man” pulled 
off the considerable trick of entertain- 
ing as it enlightened. 


Through animation, film, and_ still 
photography, “The Time of Man” de- 
picted the extinction of certain animals 
caused by environmental changes, 
studied the habits of primitive peoples 
and concluded with a dizzying mon- 
tage of the 20th century. Striking to 
look at and generally fascinating to 
listen to, “The Time of Man” placed 
the present state of mankind within a 
historical context and effectively built 
up to an ominous conclusion: ‘Like 
the bald eagle, man may be an en- 
dangered species.” 


An example of durability was “Make 
Room for Granddaddy,’ a reunion 
of Danny Thomas’s TV family that 
was pleasantly nostalgic until Danny 
stopped the show cold by indulging in 
a maudiin song-soliloquy about what it 
feels like to get on in years. At one 
point, guest-star Don Rickles sneered, 
“! could say something nasty.” Un- 
fortunately, he didn’t.

When he is sure nobody is watching, 
James Brolin climbs into his VW 
camper and goes off on a rare emo- 
tional binge. He yells, he laughs, he 
sings, as he drives. ‘I let it all out,” 
he says. “Sometimes | even click the 
radio on and off, on and off.” 

He does this where no one can see 
or hear him, because James Brolin, 
recently turned 29 and finally starring in 
a.television series after 5000 hours of 
acting schools, does not like to ‘“‘wal- 
low in emotion.” When you listen to 
James Brolin, at Universal's set of 
Marcus Welby, M.D., the words are 
coolly pragmatic. ‘“‘My acting destiny 
is controlled behind producers’ doors. 
That's where the money is. People 
want me to talk about art. | love art, 
but it is not the first thing. The 
business end of acting is the first 
thing. | am always cost-conscious.” 

Meet Jim Brolin. Tall (at 6-feet-4), 
rangy (at 190 pounds), darkly hand- 
some, exuding masculinity, he looks 
like a star. He sounds like a tax 
accountant. His dream: ‘| want to own 
a Porsche.’ Not because a Porsche is 
a gleaming bucket of foreign allure. 
“The Porsche is one of the three least- 
depreciating cars in the world. The other 
two are VW and Corvette. I’ve owned 
them both. Now | want a Porsche.” 


That is how Jim Brolin approaches 
automobiles. He approached marriage 
not much differently. While making 
three episodes of Batman in 1966, he 
met blonde Jane Cameron Agee, Bat- 
man’s assistant casting director, and 
discovered that the girl was an ex- 
cellent golfer. “Il asked her out, to 
show me how to drive golf balls.” 
Twelve days later they were married. 

Jim Brolin is a businessman whose 
business happens to be acting. His 
language often sounds like something 
synthesized in a Cal Tech laboratory. 
“| motor my way through a part,” he 
says. “! must enginger my personality 
to make myself more appealing. Before 
| got this job at Universal in 1968 
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| studied under Robert Paris, learning 
to control my facial muscles. It 
doesn’t look natural yet, but later it 
should become subliminal. This series 
will be a great school for me, a step- 
ping-stone. | will use the show to the 
utmost; it will not use me. The series 
will be my last TV series. If it is a 
success, | want to go on to some- 
thing with more quality. If it dies, | 
will have built my reputation.” 


He is already building that reputa- 
tion. Brolin’s portrayal of Dr. Steve 
Kiley, assistant to Robert Young's title 
role, has the Welby set in a delighted 
tizzy. The idea of a young actor who 
comes to learn is refreshingly different. 
Bob Young says: “I find Jim remark- 
able—very eager, very sincere, con- 
scientious. He has all the requirements 
—he is enthusiastic; he obeys direc- 
tors well; he has a mind of his own, 
yet he is not argumentative.” 

David Victor, the ABC show’s execu- 
tive producer and everybody's uncle, 
says, “To listen well is a big plus. 
Jim is a good boy. He listens.” 

But he is no doormat. He may sound 
like something out of a Cal Tech lab, 
but he also knows when a script is 
equally contrived. “The other day the 
script had me saying, ‘I've observed 
plenty of youngsters.’ | changed it to: 
‘I've seen lots of kids.’ The director 
said, ‘Fine.’ ”’ 

Brolin finds it easy to spot tin-eared 
dialogue because he _ identifies with 
the role he plays. Dr. Steve Kiley, 
young G.P., works for Marcus Welby 
because Welby pays him $800 a month, 
plus 20 percent of the office take. Kiley 
hates general practice (he wants to be 
a neurologist), but he needs instant 
money to send his kid brother through 
college. On the Universal set this is 
known as motivation, and from such 
motivation springs this sort of dialogue: 
“Young doctor (snarling): ‘I don’t have 
your kind and fatherly bedside man- 
ner.’ Older doctor (smiling gently): ‘With 
your young and with-it ways, you can 
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give her something | can’t.’” This is 
known as a Universal truth. 

“Money is the whole point,” Brolin 
explains. “Steve Kiley can be bought. 
The only reason he wears a tie is the 
money. When he is off duty, the tie 
comes off and the motorcycle goes on.” 


When Jim Brolin is off duty, the tie - 


comes off and the motorcycle goes on. 
Brolin’s real-life bike these days is a 
low-geared cycle, not a high-speed 
machine. “‘It is geared for hill climbing,” 
Brolin says. ‘| once had a high-speed 
bike. When | was out of work, | sold 
it and ate the money. | had to survive.” 
Survival has been bred into Jim. 
His father, Henry Bruderlin, was a suc- 
cessful engineer who retired at 38, to 
permit himself his rare emotional binge. 
He went looking for the Lost Dutchman 
gold mine, in the Superstition Moun- 
-tains of Arizona. He found the mine— 
or he thinks. he’s found it—but it would 
cost $1.5 million to bulldoze away a 
mountain. Bruderlin, a frugal man, 
promptly returned to California, and 
entered the construction business. 
The moral stuck: dreams are fine, 
provided they don’t cost anything. 
When Jim Bruderlin—later Jim Brolin 
—was 4, he wanted to be a cowboy 
star. “Gene Autry was my hero.’ He 
outgrew such childishness and,. like 
his father, decided to become an en- 
gineer. But when the boy was 15, tele- 
vision producer William Castle visited 
the family in Westwood, and asked 
Jim whether he'd ever thought about 
acting. “I think you could make a go 
of it,” Castle said. ‘“‘Come to the 
studio Monday, and try out for a part.” 
Brolin took the bus to Ziv studios, 
where he read a few lines and was 
told, sorry, he wasn’t quite right. 
He went home, in a calculated fury. 
He thought: ‘I’m gonna beat those 
. .’" He became obsessed with the 
idea of acting. “Before | read, | 
thought actors came from heaven. Now 
| found if you can read and charm 
someone, you get the job. | decided 
to learn how.” >

Thus began 5000 hours of charm 
school—drama classes at college, five 
years at 20th Century-Fox, sessions at 
Film Industry Workshop, private coach- 
es. He took singing, karate, yoga. 

He landed small jobs. He played a 
heavy on The Monroes in 1966, but the 
show flopped after he’d done five epi- 
sodes. He starred in a low-budget 
film, “The Capetown Affair,”’ shot in 
Africa. But when he sums it up, he 
says, ‘I never did a worth-while 
scene.” In between jobs, which was 
most of the time, he kept studying. 
He pumped gas at a service station, 
he collected unemployment compensa- 
tion. He chased ‘‘Mutiny on the Bounty” 
to Tahiti, hoping to play Brando's son. 
He got the part; then it was penciled 
out of the screenplay. He read for a 
lead role in Lancer, but Jim Stacy got 
it. He survived. ‘“l made a wine com- 
mercial. BankAmericard supported me. 
When | ran that up too high, my gas 
credit card took over.” 

In October of 1968 Universal called 
him in, to try out for Marcus Welby. 
Five actors read for the role, bigwigs 
from ABC and Universal tapped Brolin. 
David Victor explains: ‘‘He was all male. 
He appealed to us.” 

For a while, the daily chores of a 
starring role threw Brolin. ‘'l didn’t 
know how to use my. voice. | studied 


Mr. Young’s voice for resonance. | 
began breathing exercises. | had. a 
miserable time with props. |’d grab 


bottles off a shelf, stuff them into my 
doctor’s bag, rush out—and leave half 
my dialogue behind. | had to learn to 
walk with a shorter stride. The first 
weeks were difficult. We'd finish a show 
one night and start shooting a new one 
the next day. I’m a slow study. It's a 
terrible hangup. | like to drench my- 
self in a script. Instead, | had 15 min- 
utes per page.” 

Somehow he managed to do it. He 
also managed to keep his home life 
-equable. He and Jane have a son, Josh 
James, who will be 2 on Lincoln's 
Birthday.: They also have a ranch-style 
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house in Northridge, on an acre of 
land in the San Fernando Valley, where 
they raise appaloosa horses. 

Jane Brolin is her husband’s op- 
posite, a mercurial woman who oper- 
ates out of her emotions. ‘She's alive 
and quick,’’ Jim Brolin says. “She's 
sometimes like Marie Wilson. She says 
the stupidest things. Then she follows 
with something brilliant. You can't 
second-guess her. When we fight, | 
let it simmer inside.

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Quarterbacks who 
dont call the plays 


They're the men 
who generally sit out 
the game 
on the bench

To the Sunday analyst watching on 
television, . this sight is unmistakable: 
a player is seated on a chair, an ear- 
phone fastened to his head. He carries 
no helmet, mainly because he _ isn't 
planning to be in the game. He just 
sits and listens patiently to the dia- 
logue of the scouts upstairs. 

Maybe two or three times a game 
the camera will pick him up. His pos- 
ture doesn’t change. In the lexicon of 
the sport, he is known as the backup 
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quarterback. He is the second pair of 
pants that comes with the suit. Ex- 
traneous as he may seem, he is vital 
to the operation, considering that the 
starting quarterback is always just one 
blitz away from traction. 

Football takes slight liberties with the 
truth when it calls its pastime a “team 
game.” It is a team game only as long 
as the quarterback keeps functioning. 
If he suffers a flameout, the club dis- 
integrates, even more so than a base- 
ball team that loses its ace pitcher, a 
basketball team that loses its 7-foot 
center, or a hockey team that loses its 
high-scoring wing. 

Since the advent of the T-formation, 
football has, in a sense, painted itself 
into a corner with quarterbacks. Upon 
this single position the game is des- 
perately dependent. 

Those who coach football embrace 
one of two theories on quarterback 
depth. Some prefer to carry three 
quarterbacks: a first-line performer, a 
veteran backup and a trainee. Others 
feel they can’t afford the luxury of 
three quarterbacks on a 40-man roster, 
so they eliminate the trainee. Occa- 
sionally, the veteran backup is elimi- 
nated, and the No. 2 spot is entrusted 
to a young player. 

The way things have developed in 
modern football, however, the young 
guy at backup can be a problem. 
Since it has become fashionable to play 
out options and move on to another 
team, quarterbacks with youth and am- 
bition have shown an inclination to go 
into business for themselves. 

“The training period for a quarter- 
back is three-to-four years,” says Tom 
Landry, coach of the Dallas Cowboys. 
“After that, it’s pretty hard to hold him. 
He wants to strike out on his own.” 

In other words, they grow unhappy 
sitting with the earphone, waiting for 
the top man to get old or get hurt. 
They try to force a trade to a club that 
might give them the first-string job. 

Impressed by a young man with am- 
bition, but not anxious to have the 
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boat rocked, the wiser coaches today 
favor the veteran backup who is con- 
tent to sit uncomplaining but who still 
knows the job if summoned. 

Such a performer was Zeke Brat- 
kowski, the Green Bay Packers’ long- 
time understudy for Bart Starr. Zeke, 
who retired this season at 37, had been 
in the league since 1954. He joined the 
Packers in 1963, making it clear that 
he didn't want to build mountains. Be- 
tween emergency-duty stints he was 
happy to watch Starr, draw a check and 
fatten his pension benefits. 

At Oakland, the Raiders have the 
veteran George. Blanda, 42, stacked 
behind Daryle Lamonica. As backup 
for Joe Namath, the New York Jets 
have Babe Parilli, 39, another former 
first stringer. When Bill Munson left the 
Los Angeles Rams for the Detroit Lions, 
George Allen, the Los Angeles coach, 
quickly picked up Milt Plum, then 33, 
who was delighted with the second- 
string job behind Roman Gabriel. Plum 
since has been traded to the New York 
Giants—as the backup for Fran Tar- 
kenton. 

With pardonable pride, the backups 
point to the fact that their ranks pro- 
duced the NFL's Player of the Year in 
1968. In 13 years in the NFL, Earl 
Morrall had worked the earphone at 
four stations before coming to Baltimore 
last season. At San Francisco, he had 
served behind Y.A. Tittle. He was also 
the stand-in for Len Dawson at Pitts- 
burgh, for Plum at Detroit and for Tar- 
kenton at New York. . 

Traded to the Colts for a second- 
string end, Earl winced perceptibly. He 
was being sent to the graveyard where 
backups go to die. Baltimore had a 
quarterback named John Unitas. 

What nobody envisioned at the time 
were two things: (a) an injury to Unitas 
and (b) the emergence of Morrall as a 
quarterback who could win 13 of 14 
games. Backups had delivered on a 
number of occasions, but never in such 
grandiose style. Week after week, TV 
viewers were stunned. 


Under normal circumstances, Vince 
Lombardi favors the three-quarterback 
system: No. 1 as full-time technician, 
No. 3 as full-time student, and a No, 2 | 
man not trying to upstage No. 1 nor 
hold the line against No. 3. This is the 
way Lombardi played it at Green Bay, 
although this year he has eliminated 
the veteran backup at Washington (Jim 
Ninowski, who's now a backup with 
the New Orleans Saints) and has placed 
trainee Gary Beban behind No. 1, 
Sonny Jurgensen. 

As scarce a commodity as quarter- 
backs are—an average of fewer than 
10 draftees a year are able to qualify 
for pro ball—most coaches would pre- 
fer one stand-out to two of equal skill 
and experience. Undecided between 
two equally good quarterbacks, the 
coach almost unfailingly has problems. 
When the attack lags, fans scream for 
the man on the bench. Sportswriters 
are divided in their choice of starter, 
and the coach, himself, is never sure. 

“Normally,”’ says Allen, “your players 
would rather go with one quarterback 
full-time. This is a game of teamwork, 
and you learn to operate more smoothly 
with one guy than two.” 

Obviously, this explains why many 
clubs, in the interest of harmony, have 
given up competent quarterbacks who 
have taken other teams to titles. The 
Rams, alone, have yielded three: Billy 
Wade, who won a championship for 
the Bears; Norm Van Brocklin, for the 
Eagles; and Frank Ryan, for the Browns. 
Torn between Tittle and John Brodie, 
San Francisco dispatched Tittle, who 
led the Giants to three straight con- 
ference championships. And the choice 
at San Diego between John Hadl and 
Jack Kemp was so tough that the 
Chargers sold Kemp to Buffalo for the 
waiver price of $100. Naturally, Kemp 
led the Bills to the championship. 

So the next time the camera cuts to 
the sideline, revealing old Backup 
Charlie with the earphone, be assured 
that his coach loves him. He is no 
novice—and he is no trouble.

ABOUT CABLE TV 


REVIEW 


Among the things we did this sum- 
mer while you were loafing—well, we 
got hitched up to cable TV. And if you 
think it's odd for a person living in 
New York City, where so many pro- 
grams originate, to need cable TV, well, 
we thought it was odd too. The birth 
of cable TV occurred, after all, some 
20 years ago in two small towns— 
Lansford, Pa., and Astoria, Ore. In Lans- 
ford, mountains blocked out all TV re- 
ception until a man named Bob Tarlton 
had a happy thought and put his an- 
tenna right on top of one of the moun- 
tains. In Astoria, Ore., 125 miles from 
any TV station, a man named Ed Par- 
sons found that by putting his antenna 
on top of a penthouse roof he could 
get Seattle. And when Tarlton’s and 
Parsons’ neighbors began dropping in 
at odd hours demanding to see things, 
both decided, apparently independently, 
that rather than having their neighbors 
running to their house, they would run 
wires to their neighbors’ houses. And 
so cable TV was born. 


The fact is, substitute the tall build- ~ 


ings of any city for Lansford’s moun- 
tains or Astoria’s wide-open spaces and 
you have, where decent TV reception 
is concerned, exactly the same problem. 
We'll never forget the day our cable 
TV was installed. We had just been 
named in a contest as one of the 25 
Greatest Met Fans. And, believe us, we 
deserved it. For eight years we had had 
to sit, game after game, and see our 
beloved Mets take the field 18 strong 
On our TV set. It is true that the other 
fuzzy wuzzies we were playing were 
also 18 strong, and it is also true that

there were eight umpires to help de- 
cide whether, in the raging blizzard in 
which they always played, the two 
pitchers were throwing two balls past 
the two batters to the two catchers— 
or two strikes. But it was still confusing. 
And when they posted the scores, it 
was hardly less so—in fact we récall 
one game when, according to our 
scoreboard, at the end of the first inn- 
ing of play (the 11th, of course), my 
Mets led 33 to 22. 


The night after our set was hooked 
up to the cable, everything came clear. 
But please understand what cable TV 
will do and what it will not do. It will 
not give you, on a worn-out set, good 
reception. It will give you better recep- 
tion than you had, but it will not be 
good unless your set is good. Above 
all, it is not pay TV. You simply pay for 
the privilege of having better reception 
and more channels available (I pay $6 
per month). And you will be able to 
get many things your neighbors won’t 
get—from original local cablecasts to 
blacked-out sports events to various 
programs from distant stations. As for 
the future, the possibilities are almost 
endless—shopping and banking and 
voting by cable; the delivery of news- 
papers, magazines and books via a 
facsimile process; burglary and fire 
surveillance. . . . All of this will require 
a real two-way cable, which is not 
workable now but will be eventually. 
In the end, we guess, we'll all be wired 
in to a kind of master umbilical. And, 
with a master reviewer like us to tell 
you what to watch and what not to 
watch, what have you got to lose?
